With the best rushing attack in the City League, the 1970 Lewis 
and Clark Football team was only able to gain fifth place. Plagued 
by Quarterbacking problems and two straight one-point defeats, 
the Bengals posted two wins, six losses and a tie. 

The Tiger offense featured the breakaway running of All-City Bob 
Denham who gained 770 yards and honorable mention Al Harkey 
who gained 508 yards. They were greatly aided by the offensive 
line. Both Denham and Harkey averaged over five yards a carry. The 
offensive line was anchored by All-City selections Mark Guthrie and 
Mike Loft and defensively by linemen Steve Sly and Bill Putney. 

Five Tigers made All-City; three made honorable mention, and on 
the occasions when LC was able to put it all together there was no 
finer team in the league. Two examples were the seven-seven 
deadlock with champion Ferris, the only mar on the Saxon record, 
and they not only blanked North Central both times, but made an 
admirable showing at the Shrine Game.
